many of whom will die. 


It is estimated that there are about 


sixteen or seventeen under the mass 
of wreckage. These are undoubtedly 
dead. R. A. Zee, who was takon from 
the ruins with his leg gashed and suf- 
fering from internal Injuries, said: 


DESCRIBES ACCIDENT. 


"I was at work on the fourth floor 


of the building nailing down a joist. 
I noticed four or five laborers carrying 
a heavy beam from the front towards 
the central portion of the building. 
When they arrived about the center 
I saw them let the beam fall with un- 
usual violence. 


"The whole building shook and then 


seemed to crumble and fall beneath all 
of us. I saw workmen jump in all di- 
rections in an attempt to escape the 
•wreckage. I fell straight back into tho 
Interior of the 
structure.

struck the ground below I lost con- 
sciousness and knew nothing more un- 
til some men pulled me out."

CITY FATHERS AID.

TERRIBLE SIGHT. 


Detective St

saved Polsen's barn and the adjoining

HOW IT HAPPENED 


"After our guests had departed last

During my absence the lamp 
exploded and as my wife Is hard of hear- 
ing she did not know the cause of the 
flames which commenced to lick up the 
furniture 
She took another lamp and 
went up to find Grace and take her from 
the house 
'I believe she got the child, but the 
little one broke away from her In the 
excitement 
The lamp went out and 
while Mrs Polsen was groping for Grace 
in the darkness she fainted and fell part 
way down the stairs 
When I rushed 
Into the house I found her there and 
took her out of the house In the mean- 
time the flames had made such headwaj 
that I could not return to my little 
daughter '

"Crime" Is defined, In part, as an 


'omission of a duty which la com- 
manded, or the commission of an act 
which is forbidden by law." 


"Crime," like great Injustice, public 


and personal disasters, is soon forgot- 
ten—until the next. It often requires 
the most subtle Influences, culmination 
of great wrongs, or sudden outburst of 
public Indignation, 
to 
awaken 
the 


slumbering spirit of human character 
in some individuals, communities and 
nations. 
^ 
It is the frequent repetition of sen- 


timent—right 
or 
wrong—that keeps 


the memory fresh, green and active, in 
whatever direction It sees fit to think, 
lead or follow. 


What course it shall 
choose—who 


shall lead and who shall' follow—are 
questions of the hour. 


To what extent the passive member 


of society or a community taking no 
part in the correction of the crime, is 
Innocent or guilty, Is a question of 
grave magnitude, but that he is culpa- 
ble to the extent of his Intellectual, 
moral and political energy, indolence or 
ignorance, there can be no doubt In 
the minds of the supporters of wise 
laws and good government. 


WRONG IDEA OF LAW. 


Many, If not most, people appear to 


regard laws in the light of immediate 
comfort and convenience, o~n the prin- 
ciple that it is much easier to disobey 
for ease and profit, than to obey at the 
sacrifice of both, or on the theory that 
it Is much more agreeable to walk 
down hill than up, not taking Into ac- 
count the physical benefit the exercise 
might be to them In the future None 
but political and moral philosophers 
put the two into the scale, but when 
they do the beam tips in the direction 
of energy, justice and truth. 


Energy Is the mainspring of vital, 


Intellectual, social and political action, 
and its power and worth for good or 
evil, Is In propoitlon to its wise or 
misdirected application. Stagnation Is 
the standing still of ttie elements cre- 
ated for our physical and mental wel- 
fare.

pressing, sensational news more than 
elevating Intelligence or knowledge. 


A Judge of a criminal court made 


the 
assertion: 
"The greater 
the 


crime, the greater the publicity," and 
the greater the publicity ,the greater 
the ambition .of the criminal, not only 
to emulate, but to excel In the enor- 
mity of his offense. 


It appears that many individuals 


use more energy to get an illegitimate 
Jiving than to earn an honest re- 
ward, and that criminals will often 
make a greater sacrifice to have their 
names engrossed in the annals of 
crime than to have them carved In 
characters of living light upon a tab- 
let of universal honor, courage 
and 


manhood. 


The disproportion of attention a*nd 


space devoted to noble and 
ignoble 


deeds makes a disproportion of noble 


attention bestowed upoji people of 
opulence solely because of it, of both 
sexes, regardless of the methods of 
Its acquisition, or the laudation 
of 


some of them for slight acts of so- 
called charity and benevolence, is in 
striking contrast with what IB not said 
of the worthy deeds of worthy men 
and women. 
This fact is well cal- 


culated to encourage the degeneration 
of the human soul, society, and to 
sanction crime. 


To be both just and charitable to 


all in the adjudication of crime re- 
quires an intimate and wide knowl- 
edge of the human mind, its tenden- 
cies, its impulses. It Is as Just that 
the orderly and exemplary 
citizen 


should be protected by the law as it 
Is that he should obey the la'w. It is 
as much charity that the true or hard- 
ened criminal should be kept ' within 
the bounds of the law as it Is that the 
law-abiding citizen should be shielded 
from the criminal element 


If It should be true, as claimed, that 


human statutes have been Instituted 
for the protection of the Innocent and 
pumshment of the guilty, should they 
not, also, foster the benign and check 
the malignant spirits? 


EXTREME PENALTY. 


Would It not contribute to public 


confidence, peace and happiness, if the 
assassin and confirmed felon be made 
to suffer the extreme penalty of the 
law—whether it be death or imprison- 
ment for life—that the worthy citi- 
zen of exalted ideas should be per- 
mitted to live to promulgate them for 
the benefit of posterity? 


As wise, Just and humane as the 


pardoning power is for the innocent 
and the credit system for the guilty 
who are paying the penalty of tholr 
first oitense, should the same consid- 
eration and compassion 
be 
shown 


transgressors, who, more than once, 
have jeopardised the peace and hap- 
piness of a community, or taken 
the 


life of their fellow man? 


The desperate and daring deeds of 


:he two-score or more criminals who 
have engaged in the outbreaks of the 
respecthe penitentiaries of California. 
Dregon, Utah and Arizona would seem 
to Justify the conclusions presented— 
•onclusluns reached 
after 
extended 


and careful observation. 


Is it not true that the most obdur- 


ate 
malefactors, "speing 
no other 


means of escape," except through hy- 
pocrisy and treachery, play upon the 
credulity of their keepers and public 
sentimentality, while they have evil 
designs In their minds and nrurder In 
their hearts? 


The wicked spirit of each and all of 


these vicious culprits is in all those 
imbued with criminal instincts, also 
in every household, which aids or fa- 
vors their Illegitimate 
escape 
and 


freedom. 
No Individual is safe while 


they are at large. 


Would it not be feasible, commend- 


able and economical for the State of 
California to acquire some island off 
the const for the safe keeping of all 
desperate, 
hopeless 
and 
heartless 


criminals who are a menace to soci- 
ety and detriment to public peace? 


Why not make the law- of the State 


or nation that the privilege be grant- 
ed the criminals of submitting them- 
selves to medical or surgical experi- 
ment which might end in either death 
or in great discovery for the benefit of 
humanity, or liberty in case the crim- 
inals survive.

on the vicious, and does it not encour- 
age those who have no regard for hu- 
man or divine laws; whose hearts are 
insensible to paternal example and ma- 
ternal prayers; 
who value athers' 


lives less than their own, and their 
own Illegitimate wants greater than 
others' sacred rights 
and 
domestic 


needs. 


The open expression of hope that the 


confirmed criminal will escape merited 
punishment aftef he has been, once 
or more, convicted of crime and shown 
himself utterly unworthy of trust and 
liberty, raises the question in the 
minds of liberty-loving and law-abid- 
ing citizens, as to the mental, moral, 
social and legal status of the individ- 
ual who sanctions the forcible escape 
of the guilty, at any cost, from the just 
reward of their villianous deeds. 


Ought not one who aids In the es- 


cape of criminals be penalized by a 
loss, of his citizenship, if he has ac- 
quired It, or, If not, by a prevention

PUNISHMENT FIT CRIME. 


"The highest conception et human 


Justice in criminal jurisprudence is to 
make the punishment fit the crime." 


It Is a logical sequence that the con- 


flict 
of- laws, the maladministration 


and delay of Justice, create a reeling 
of distrust in the minds of the Just 
and the unjust in proportion to their 
observation and experience and their 
conception of right and wrong. 
. Is it not true that crime will In- 
crease when encouraged or not op- 
posed, as that (Ire will continue to 
burn while there Is fuel to sustain 
combustion? Is it not also as certain 
that It will diminish under the exe- 
cution of wise laws as that elements 
lighter than air -Rlll.ascend and those 
heavier will descend in obedience to 
the laws of gravitation? 
Is It not as evident that the char- 


acter of the people can be estlmatec 
by the character and acts of the public 
officials as that the birds of flight seek 
the tropical zone in fall and the tem- 
perate zone In spring? 
Is it not self evident that crime un- 


opposed or maltreated 
will Increase 


and infect all the avenues of human 
society, as It is that an abnorma 
growth unopposed or maltreated maj 
develop into a malignant disease tha 
will sap the very fountain head of 
human life? 


If the human family would make as 


much of an effort to rectify social and 
political evils as the human system 
does to repair physical Injuries, there 
would be a diminution of crime and a 
decrease of prisons and prisoners, In- 
stead of a rapid Increase. 


Could the average dtlr-en realize 


that civil and criminal laws are as 
wisely, carefully 
and 
equitably ad- 


ministered or executed, as organic 
laws, crime would discontinue in pro- 
portion to the mental and physical suf- 
fering Incident to transgression and 
disobedience. 


As long as criminal law is Ignored 


and Its violation made a business, of' 
ficial malfeasance and public discon 
tent win'continue with all of their dire 
consequences. Until the Infractors o 
the law, irrespective of wealth or sta- 
tion, are made to feel and respect the 
majesty of the law, and tc know that 
they cannot 
escape 
Its mandates 


through the power of material and so- 
cial Influence, crime will continue to 
increase as certain as It Is that when 
positive and negative elements meet 
they produce a result, a new combin- 
ation: 


PUBLIC OPINION. 


The balance that determines the 


weight and value of justice and in- 
justice is kept busy and the oscillating 
beam taxes Its trunlons to their ut- 
most at times, and when the friction 
of injustice can not be longer with- 
stood, public opinion, through educa- 
tion, and Its wise application, comes 
to repair damages, and to the relief of 
justice, which in the end will prevail 
as sure as the sun shines and the 
rain falls alike on the just and the 
unjust. 
When- Its natural course Is 


obstructed, It will continue to rise, like 
water In Its ceaseless motion, and 
overwhelming majesty, until the evil 
obstacle gives fay under its weight 
and power for the welfare of all; and 
when this takes place, both the inno- 
cent and the guilty must suffer along 
the course of the avenging tide until 
the equalization of human rights; for 
as In war, so it must be In peace. 


Should justice prevail In many local- 


ities'where crime Is most active would 
It not vindicate the claim that we are 
a great nation, most- Just, most civil- 
ized, most christianized and the most 
progressive of the age? 


The spirit of justice and crime are 


never Idle, though at times one seems 
progressive and the other retrogres- 
sive. 


Resentment, revenge and crime have 


been cultizated and transmitted from 
generation to generation In the na- 
tional, state, municipal, race and fam- 
ily feuds until public tranquility has 
been succeeded by general distrust and 
alarm, and many 
Innocent 
victims 


have "bitten the dust," yet' the evil 
spirit continues its deadly work. 


Until public men and private indi- 


viduals are commended and rewarded 
for doing their duty, and public of- 
ficials are punished for not doing their 
duty, what can be expected of the 
estimate of 
opinion 
of 
the rising 


generations, who have, or are about 
to adopt a criminal career? 


On the contrary, the extreme and 


overpowering effort of prosecuting of- 
ficers to convict the accused for the 
so-called "glory of success" ig a crime 
far greater than the alleged offense for 
which-some victims of injustice have 
suffered the loss of "life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness." 


The enforced association or com- 


mingling of all the accused, or of all 
the guiKy, regardless of degree, in one 
enclosure and under one prison man- 
agement, is one of the most unwise 
and unjust laws or customs that ever 
emanated from the mind of man. Such 
conditions tend more to propagate than 
to impede crime, and are as dangerous 
to law and order, aa it would be to 
life and health to inject the venom of 
an adder Into the veins of an innocent 
and artless infant.

Musician Saves Life by Playing 'Possum 


When Found in Company of 


Another's Wife. 


Murder was prevented in a novel 


manner at 1643 Filbert street, when 1*. 
E. M. Cosmey, a musician employed at 
the Forum cafe, feigned death to es- 
cape it at the hands of an Infurlatod 
husband, who, thinking he had killed 
his victim, desisted from further at- 
tack.

the right hand. 


Going to his room he found that his 


wife was not at hom«, and a search 
brought to light that she was sitting 
In Cosmey's room chatting with the 
musician. 


Summoning a friend in the house, 


Boligny and 
his 
companion armed 


themselves ulth revolvers, Bollgny al- 
so taking a 24-inch pine club. 


Bursting In upon the pair, the hus- 


band and his associate drew their pis- 
tols and covered Cosmey. 


Bollgny Ihfn began to beat 


with the c ub and after several well- 
directed blows, floored the musician, 
who sudde ily conceived the idea 
of 


playing dei d. Bollgny stood over the 
prostrate figure of his victim waiting 
for him to arise, but when he failed 
to do so he and his friend dragged 
the suppose J corpse to Bollgny's room, 
the wife IT the* meantime escaping. 


Bollgny 'hen summoned the police 


patrol and Cosmey was removed to 
the receiving hospital, where to th«* 
surprise of all he sat up when placed 
on the opfratlng table and confiden- 
tially told one of the attendants that 
he would rather be a live coward than 
a dead hero, and that after he was 
hit once o- twice with the club and 
had looked into the muzzles of both 
guns he decided to lie down and play 
dead dog. He'carried this out In th9 
police patrol, fearing that If he showed 
signs of cansciousness he would re- 
ceive a bullet wound. Both men wera 
arrested and lodged in the city Jail. 
Cosmey's injuries were confined to a 
lacerated wouivd of the scalp and con- 
tusions of his left arm.

Karl Hau, alias Stau, the lawyer of 
Washington, D. C., who was arrested 
in London yesterday and held for ex- 
tradition, Is wanted by the local police 
on the charge of murdering his wife's 
mother, Frau Molitor. The motive of 
the alleged crime appears to have" been 
insane greed of money. Frau Molltor, 
who was wealthy, refused many times 
to comply with

requests for 


money, having given her daughter a 
considerable dowry and arranged that 
she should inherit part of her fortune. 


When Hau married Lena Molltor six 


years ago, she was 25 years old, and 
Hau, a student, was 19.

This, however, 
is now asserted to have been pur- 
chased from a hairdresser at Frank- 
fort. 


The day of the murder, Hau left 


Frankfort at 11 o'clock In the morning 
on the Baden BadeW train and re- 
turned to Frankfort at 11 o'clock In 
the same evening. 
After his arrival 


there he ,sent the following telegram 
to his wife at the hotel: 


"Arrive tomorrow night. Don't be- 


tray address." 


This telegram gave the police a clew 


to the Identity of the murderer, and 
they promptly notified the London po- 
lice. Hau's arrest followed. 


It is asserted here that Frau Moli- 


tor had long been threatened and that 
she was aware that deep-laid plots 
had been made aaginst her life, and 
it Is believed that the summoning of 
Frau 
Molltor 
to Paris was part of 


a plot to murder her, which miscar- 
ried.

How We Get Evil Reputation Abroad 


An editorial in the Springfield Republican, an exceptionally in- 


telligent journal, in its issue of October 30, is an instructive example 
of the harm that is being done San Francisco and the State at large 
by the sensational and hysterical articles lately appearing in the 
papers across the bay anent the so-called graft investigation which 
has already sickened a good many sensible people by the manner 
of its conduct and the obvious political purpose in view.

"It is in melancholy evidence that San Francisco is again 


festering with corruption," says the Republican. 
Further on it 


says, "We all know how plans for recreating the city on lines of 
beauty were abandoned, how Chinatown was allowed to return to 
its old field, and graft in the city government has displayed new 
hunger and recklessness." 
There is much more to the same-effect. 


It will be news out here that San Francisco's Chinatown has 


been rebuilt on its old site. Our Massachusetts contemporary is 
\vrong in supposing that the plans for "recreating the city on lines 
of beauty" were defeated by the men now being denounced as; 
, grafters. They were defeated by the men'who had them prepared 


and who are now vociferously declaring the city is in the hands of 
a band of thieves. When it was proposed to widen Geary street in 
accordance with the aforesaid plans, James D. Phelan objected to 
widening on the south side because it would take a slice off the 
frontage oi some choice property he owned. Mr. de Young ob- 
jected to widening on the north side because it would cut off a 
portion of his property. The scheme to widen Montgomery street 
fell through for the same reason. So did the plans for a boulevard 
system. 


Mr. Phelan and General de Young are both 
beautifyers—in 


theory. 
Both want somebody else's property sequestrated to im- 


prove and adorn the city. Scores of other opulent citizens, imbued 
with a like unselfish public spirit, are among those who demand the 
City Beautiful in one breath, and oppose carrying out the beautify- 
ing plans in the next. The Ruef political machine and the officials 
accused of grafting have nothing to do with the case. They have 
let Mr. Phelan, General de Young, Mr. Magee and their associates 
make their plans without interference. They have simply laughed 
derisively when Mr. Phelan, General de Young, Mr. Magee and 
their associates have fallen out among themselves when it came to 
carrying out the plans. It is not a case of graft or misgovernment, 
but a case of selfishness and inconsistency on the part of rich men 
who are loud for improvement and reform till reform and improve- 
ment touch their personal interests. Then they want to clean up 
somebody else's backyard and reform somebody else's household.

Imperial Contrasts. 


The two great autocratic governments of modern times—China 


and Russia—are just now presenting some remarkable contrasts in 
the matter of national development. Both governments have of late 
years encountered vigorous agitation for reforms^ consistent with 
modern ideas of enlightened nations regarding human rights and 
liberties. The reform "element in each country is demanding 
an 


abandonment of absolutism and the adoption of a constitution which 
shall hbld the government accountable,to the people. 


The status of the two governments has been, up to the present 


time, in marked contrast. China was classed «s a non-progressive 
nation which for centuries has bee"n in a state of decay, living in a 
certain kind of barbarous splendor on the traditions of two thou- 
sand years ago, declining all intercourse with modern civilization or 
the adoption of any of its customs and methods. The rehabilitation 
of China and its conversion to the fundamental ideas of a civilized 
government were deemed hopeless. The first sign of an awakening 
from its ancient lethargy followed closely on the heels of the war 
w.ith Japan, when the Chinese government began to ^realize the 
necessity of introducing material changes to prevent the dissolution 
of the empire through sheer inability to take care of itself and ward 
off the^ aggressions of its ambitious neighbors. The imperial purpose 
of modernizing the government then was frustrated, however, by the 
Boxer movement, which proposed the expulsion of all'foreigners from 
Chinese soil and the restoration of the natiori's ancient exclusiveness 
and absolute non-intercourse with the western world.' 
Since the 


Russo-Japanese war a reaction has taken place which has converted 
the old Boxer movement under the guidance of men who have been 
educated abroad and studied the methods of modern^government, into 
a great movement for the institution of governmental reforms, the 
abolitjon of absolutism and the adoption of a constitution. As a 
result the imperial government has issued an edict which contem- 
plates the introduction of sweeping revolutionary reforms, the prep- 
aration of a fundamental law which shall completely change the ad- 
ministrative system and share its duties and responsibilities with the 
peeple. This edict makes the remarkable declaration that "the law: 
and regulations made by ancestors were good for that time, but 
that now the superfluous must must be abolished." This is a com 
plete abandonment of ancestral worship, on which the governmen1 


of China has hitherto been conducted.

With all its claims to modern enlightment and progression, th< 


Russian government is, however, displaying the strongest reactionary 
spirit again. The government's promises to introduce substantial re 
forms in response to the popular demands have been repeatedly vio

Louisiana and other vessels at the time 
Neither of the warships made any stop 
however, and soon passed out of sight to 
the southeast of Cape Henry 
The transfer last night of the presiden- 
tial party in upper Chesapeake Bay fr«m 
the jacht Majflower to the Louisiana 
was without special incident so far as la 
known here.

down to wait for a bite. After a while 
he began to catch some large fish—blg- 
Ker than he had ever seen In that region. 
Finally he got hold of something which 
pulled so strong that he was unable to 
rjlse it from the water. 
Hughes at first thought he had a snag 
and was on the point of cutting his line 
when there was a Flight yank up-stream 
and he was convinced that he had hooked 
a fish. There being a raft handy he 
lighted a torch and made his way out to 
where Ills line entered the water. 
By 
holding the light close to the surface he 
saw that he had hooked a two-pound 
catfish, the tall of which seemed to be 
fastened to a stump In about a foot of 
water.

Cossacks have thus far been unsuc- 
cessful in their pursuit of the revolu- 
tionist train robbers, numbering 
a 


hundred well armed men, who at 9 
o'clock last night surrounded 
this 


station, threw three bombs at 
the 


mail car «-of a train while engimis 
were being changed, derailed the car, 
robbed It and fled with s, sum 
of 


money now said to amount to $650,- 
000. 


The station master declares 
the 


revolutionists hid in the neighboring 
forests and were excellently 
discip- 


lined, their commander giving orders 
through bugle signals. 
When 
the 


robbery was completed, the 
revolu- 


tionists ttansported their booty to two 
wagons and marched off In military 
order, singing socialistic songs 


Eye-witnesses confirm 
the 
state- 


ment that the revolutionists were hid- 
den in the neighboring woods. When 
the train stopped, men armed with 
rifles sprang upon all sides. 
Quickly 


executing the orders conveyed by the 
bugle, the 
gendarmes 
standing in 


front of the station were shot and 
the revolutionists placed sentinels at 
all the approaches and cut the tele- 
graph wires 
While some of them 


overpowered the trainmen, others at- 
tacked the escorts of the mail car. Of 
the three bombs thrown, two explod- 
ed with terrific force, blowing the cars 
4nto matchwood, killing five soldiers 
and mortally wounding eleven others. 
The revolutionists then ransacked the 
mail, transferred the bank notes, gold 
and silver to their own bags, and, un- 
folding the red flag, formed up in 
military order, marched out of the 
station, entered wagons which were 
in waiting In the forest and drove 
off. 


It was not until three hours later 


that a detachment of Cossacks, hur- 
riedly sent for, appeared on the scene 
and started in pursuit of the revolu- 
tionists. 
Rogow is now occupied by 


troops.
